The most important development 
in the dark tobacoo situation in the 
State during the past week, and one 
ot interest to every farmer, is tbe 
action taken by the tobacco growers 
of Daviess connty, for the henelit of 
themselves aud tbe growers of snr- 



Daviess county .it Owensnoro Saturday 
when it was decided that tbe much 
proposed warehonse system would be 
the firm foundation on which they 
would handle their own tobacco pro- 
duct and endeavor to secure -better 
prices. This plan will he pnt Into 
operation this morning, when Tnrpin 
& Wood, backed by Louisville capital 
late, will open their factory at Owens 
OOfO, make tbo neoesssry advance of 
#1 a hundred pounds on tobacco, and 
prepare the weed for the market. The 
warehouses opened by Turpin * Wood 
will not he restricted to the use of 
members of the American Society ol 
Cqalty nor to the tobacco growers of 
Daviess county.

Information towitiK from what U 
waul to be a Rood source is that the 
Louisville, Henderson and St.- Luais 
railroad is preparing to build a line, 
from Went Point to a point three miles 
from Lonisville and there connect 
with the Louisville and Nashville line 
says the Conner-Journal. This would 
v mean that the Henderson Koute wonld 
nse the L. anfl* N. terminals and run 
its trains into the Ten'h street sta- 
tion, Instead of the Seventh-street 
depot as at present. 

The report is denied by the high 
officials ot the Henderson Koute, who 
sav they have been doing some wont 
on the right of way between this city 
and West Point, but that they have no 
intention to build a line to Louisville 
from that point any time soon. 

It was reported that the Henderson 
Koute officials had notified the Illinois 
Central that they would not use the 
Illiilos Central tracRs from '.Vest 
Point to Lonisvilln after a certain 
time, but that such a notification had 
been>ade was denied by the officials 
of both the road*,. 

When Attilla Cox, Sr., president ot 
tbe Louisville, Henderson and St. 
Lome Railroad ooirpany, was asked 
about the report he said : 

•There 1b absolutely nothing in it. 
We have not sent any snch notification 
to the Illinois Central and have no 
idea of doing so. It is true that we 
have" recently procured a piece of land 
in the right-ot-way and have been 
doing a little work in Salt river, but 
we nave no plan to build the line at 
this time. We have hHd th8 right-of- 
way for a number of years and it is 
onr intention to bnild some time, bnt 
if we should desire ;to do so it wonld 
depend entirely upon what arrang- 



ed we have never e 
tigated that matter. '

TO OPEN WRONG MAIL. 

The authorities at Washington have 
fixed a penalty of a two hundred'Hollar 
tine on any person taking oat of tbe 
p)st .. thee mail other than their own. 
All postmasters are liable to make 
mistakes and get tbe mail in the 
wrong boxes, and the law says that 
people must exauiiue their mail before 
leaviu< tbe oflice, and should they 
receive a piece which is not addressed 
to them, it must be returnel at once. 
That it is the fault of the postmaster 
makes no difference This law includes 
newspapers as well as Urst clafs mail 
Th»-re i- a class of curious people every- 
where. and they are. as a rule. contempt 
ibly curious auout letters and other 
mail matter which they chance to 
hold of. Thev will open all letters 
coming into their possession, and often 
when knowing fall well they don t 
belong to ttem. They will, after 
rendiug the letters, write on the en- 
velope "opened hv mistake,' and 
without signiug tbeir name drop it 
baca iu the post office box at night 

or daring iboBlsbt whra vol it 

ved This class of cur ous individuals 
is warned to be careful in the future 
If they open uereafter mail which does 
not belong to them they must sign 
their uame and state why they opened 
the same, whether by accident or de
